This office action is in response to the amendment response filed 5/24/10. 
Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 9, 13, 17, 20, 25-27, 29, 30, 32 - 40, 46 - 52, 57 and 59 - 89 have 
been cancelled. Claims 1, 4, 7, 8, 10 - 12, 14 - 16, 18, 19, 21 - 24, 28, 31, 41 - 45, 53 - 
56 and 58 are now pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4, 7, 8, 10 - 12, 14 - 16, 18, 19, 21 - 24, 28, 31, 41 - 45, 53 - 56 and 58 
are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable over the closest references of DAS et al 
(US5,948,396) and CAHILL et al (US 5,998,500). 

Applicant claims a bimodal polymer composition, comprising: 

(1) a first polymer with anionic character, said first polymer having a molecular 
weight ranging from about 1 ,000 daltons to about 1 .000.000 daltons ; 

(2) aqueous ammonia: and 

(3) a second polymer with cationic character, wherein the polymers form an 
interpenetrating polymer network , said second polymer having a molecular weight 
ranging from about 1 ,000 daltons to about 1 ,000,000 daltons .

CAHILL discloses a bimodal polymer composition comprising at least two 
polymers, 

(1) polymer I with anionic character and 

(2) polymer II with cationic character, forming an interpenetrating polymer 
network (IPN). 

The molecular weight of the polymers is disclosed to be between 400 - 800. 

CAHILL fails to teach a bimodal polymer composition comprising aqueous 
ammonia and fails to teach polymers I and II having a molecular weight of 1 ,000 - 
1 ,000,000 . 

DAS discloses an amphoteric polymer composition comprising an amine- 
containing ethylenically unsaturated monomer such as dimethylaminoethyl methacrylate 
(with cationic character) and a hydroxyl-containing ethylenically unsaturated monomer 
(with anionic character) such as hydroxyethylemethacrylate or hydroxypropyl 
methacrylate. DAS discloses that ammonia can be added. The molecular weight of the 
polymer ranges from 1 ,500 to 1 ,000,000. 

DAS fails to teach an interpenetrating polymer network. DAS fails to teach a 
bimodal polymer composition comprising a hydroxyl based polymer/an ionic character 
polymer with a molecular weight of 1 ,000 - 1 ,000,000 and an ammonium based 
polymer/cation ic character polymer with a molecular weight of 1 .000 - 1 .000.000. and 
wherein the composition contains aqueous ammonia. 
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No prior art teaches or fairly suggests the claimed bimodal polymer composition 
comprising a first polymer with anionic character, a second polymer with cationic 
character, and aqueous ammonia , wherein the polymers form an interpenetrating 
polymer network (IPN) , and each polymer has a molecular weight of 1 ,000 - 1 ,000,000 
daltons. Applicants have surprisingly found that by adding aqueous ammonia during the 
polymerization of the IPN, the polymers can grow to 1 ,000 - 1 ,000,000 daltons without 
coagulation and precipitation. The aqueous ammonia acts as a blocking agent that 
neutralizes the charged side groups of the first polymer, thus allowing the second 
polymer to form without precipitating the mixture due to electrostatic interactions 
between the two polymer chains.
